Non-Communist progressives and“even those hostile 
to communism joined in denouncing the conviction as a 
police-state action designed to crush minority rights and 
institute thought control. 

In a statement issued by William Z. Foster, national 
chairman, Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, national committee 
member, and state district leaders, the Communist Party 
denounced the verdict as a ‘heavy blow’ to American 


‘democracy, and expressed confidence that: 


“The American people today, whatever their views of 
Socialism, will support and defend our right to advocate 
our program, and our rights as a political party.” 

The Communist Party “will continue to function as 
always as an American workingclass party; fghting in the 
people's interests, defending its legality,” the statement 
declared.

Meanwhile a gseat outcry against the criminal mis- 
carriage of justice in the verdict against the Communist 
leaders was already rising in this country and throughout 
the world. Everywhere the parallel is drawn with Hitler's 
frameup Reichstag Fire Trial. From Moscow, Berlin, Paris, 
London, Honolulu, San Juan, Havana, Stockholm—from 
the four comers of the world as reports to be found else- 
where in this issue demonstrate—the Foley ver- 
dict is branded as a “step on the road that leads to war.”

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Press Can't Hide Aim of Verdict 


AN EDITORIAL 


The press and radio are going to town 
on the Foley Square verdict. For months, 
they had thrown their curtain around the 
trial, and very few people were able to 
glimpse what was said and done in the 
courtroom. But now that the meaning of 
this dangerous blow to democracy and 
peace has hit millions of Americans be- 
tween the eyes, the press and radio step in. 
They don’t want people to draw their ob- 
vious conclusions. The rulers of Ameri- 
can life understand that the jailing of 11 
Communist leaders has made a new and 
profound impact on the consciousness of 
the nation. This impact is feared. And 
well it may be. 


Don't be alarmed, says the press, “your 
fundamental liberties are intact.” “You 
can still have Communist ideas,” says one 
editorial. “Nobody is being jailed for what 
they believe, but only for what they did,” 
says a radio commentator. 


But something is very fishy here. What 


did the Communist leaders actually do? 
They reorganized their Party. How can you claim that the Constitu- 


.they shrouded the nation during the ac- 
tual testimony. We answer: Who said so? 
The fact is, as Eugene Dennis pointed out 
in his summation, that the Communist 
Party has at no time in its history advo- 
eated forcible overthrow of the United 
States Government. There is no such 
Communist belief, no such doctrine, no 
such conspiracy. And there never was. 


Here lies the whole fraud. Something 
untrue is alleged to be true. Paid stool- 


pigeons present their lies to “prove it. No 
specific actions are cited by the prosecu- 
tion. And yet men are iailed for having 
opinions, and organizing to advance those 
opinions, while the press applauds the ver-. 
dict and yet tries to assure us that opinions 
are perfectly okay. That's why the judge 
is being lionized. He did the job of con- 
cealing this gaping emptiness in the 
prosecutions case.

guilty Friday of violating the 
Smith Act did not receive a fair 
trial.”

THE VERDICT in a Foley Square 
courtroom was the victory American reac- 
tion had long been waiting for to obtain 
the “legal” drapery for its drive to thought- 
control American life and company-union- 


ize the trade unions. 

It may be comforting to some to sit back in 
easy chairs and rock thecnselvna to sleep with 
the thought that only a few unfortunate persons 
are “taking the rap” in an atmosphere that may 
“soon blow over.” But I re- 
call that not very long ago the 
same kind of sentiments were 
expressed after the first shock 
of President Truman’s loyalty 
oath decree wore off. 


The “harmless” checkup of 
federal employes that was to 
be carried out “democratically” 
and “without witchhunts” de- 
veloped into the broadest po- 
litical terror drive ever experi- 
enced by man. 
~ From federal employes the 
pattern swept swiftly to industries on government 
orders, to public employes in states and muni- 
cipalities, to cdlleges, to teaching professions, to 
film and other fields. The Nazi pattern has crept 
up like gangrene. 
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THE MOVEMENT for the verdict in the case 
of the 12 began long before the indictment was 
drawn up. And it didn’t begin in the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Already in 1946 the U. S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce Committee on Socialism and 
Communism made public its plan in a series of 
pamphlets. They called for everything that was 
already delivered by the Truman Administration. 

The Chamber did not even conceal its ob- 
ject. The idea was to establish “legally” that 
there is a “Communist conspiracy” and then spread 
the “conspiracy” so it could serve as a dragnet 
for even mild liberals. 

The Chamber suggested in 1946 that the 
dragnet it wants veal come up with those who 
were President Roosevélt’s advisers at Yalta and 
Teheran where the idea of big three unity as 
a guarantee of peace was developed. Also on 
the Chamber’s target were the government's ad- 
visers on Far East policy who were blamed for the 
defeat of the Kuomintang. The Chamber's wrath 
was especially aimed at.the Wallace followers. 

The application of the “Communist conspir- 
acy” pattern has no limit. The ground is already 
being laid for its extension into the field of right- 
wing “socialism.” This explains the current train- 
ing of reactionary artillery upon the British Social- 
ists and those in America who side with them, 
Witness the grand sendoff they are giving to Amer- 
ica Firster John T. Flynn’s latest book, in which 
he develops the thesis that rightwing socialists 
can no more be tolerated than Communists,

Against Labor

The 11 Communist leaders— 
all of whom have been active 
leaders in lalf&'s struggles—are 
no more guilty than were the 
men who were tried after other 
major labor struggles in this 
Pacific: Northwest area. 

One of these trials followed 
the Everett Massacre, which was 
the outcome of a free speech 


fight by the IWW. The other 
was the Montesano trial, which 
followed the Centralia Armistice 
Day attack on the IWW hall 
by the stooges and hired thugs 
of the lumber barons. 


In the trial of Tom Tracy 
following the Everett Massacre, 
the Socialist Party under the 
leadership of Eugene V. Debs 
and all labor rallied their forces 
to his defense. So strong was 
this defense movement that 
Tracy was acquitted and labor 
went on to win the eight-hour 
day and many other concessions. 


On the other harid, at the 
tirnne of the Montesano trial, the 
Palmer Raids had whipped up a 
red scare much as Tom Clark 
has done today. Labor was 
divided. Hysteria was so great 
that the defense did not have 
the support that it had at the 
time of the Tracy trial. These 
men were convicted in one of 
the most unfair trials in Amer- 
ican labor history. As a result, 
labor, lost many of its hard-won 
gains and hundreds of working 
men were.sent to prison. 


In order to protect itself, all 
labor must come to the defense 
of the Twelve now or face con- 
ditions similar to those it faced 
after the Montesano trial. Only 
through mass activity can labor 
preserve its rights and force the 
repeal of such vicious anti-labor 
laws as the Taft-Hartley Act.

We say that the Communist Party has not been outlawed 
because it derives its right to function from the basic and inalienable 
rights of our people, as eonceded by the Constitution itself. No 
verdict based on a frameup indictment can illegalize such a Party, 
whose activity does not depend on how long it may take the Su- 
preme Court to pass on the constitutionality of the Smith Act. 

The Communist Party derives its right and reason for being 
from the day to day struggles of the working people in their imme- 
diate interests, leading them .to comprehend their long-range in- 
terests. That struggle has not ceased just because the Communist 
leaders are in jail. 

We put it to the million coal miners and steel workers now 
on strike: Does jailing Communists help you get a well-deserved 
pension for your old age? Does jailing courageous lawyers put 
food in the mouths of the children whom the monopolists are ready 
to starve? Is this country brought nearer to peace in this atomic 
age by the Truman Administration's blitz against civil liberties? 

Here is the issue. Millions of democratic Americans will un- 
derstand it, and so does the monopoly press, and that is why it 
tries to assure us and threaten at the same time. But American 
democracy is not going to be fooled or browbeaten. 

The fight for freedom must now be conducted more boldly, 
more vigorously than before. Millions who did not hear the truth ° 
about Foley Square before are now puzzled and alarmed, search- 
ing for answers and action. The issue has been forced to their 
consciousness in a new way, and must be placed before them in a 
new, bold and patient way. 

Reasonable bail must be granted to the 11 Communist leaders 
this Friday, and a universal demand to Attorney General McGrath 
for reasonable bail must sweep the nation. 

The contempt charge against the six courageous lawyers must 
be cancelled; otherwise, no trade unionist, no progressive will be 
sure of adequate counsel on anytning, and trial by jury will be nulli- 
fied in practice. 

On the immediate front—here in New York—renewed energy 
must be thrown into the election campaign. Benjamin J. Davis has 
a right to his seat on the Council because he was elected to that 


seat, and he can be re-elected as a fitting answer to the Foley Square 
verdict. Congressman Vito Marcantonio and his running-mates 
must be swept into office as the guarantee that our living standards 
and civil liberties will be defended. 

The Foley Square outrage must be reversed, for the final ver- 
dict lies with the American people.
